4.  From  Minneapolis  by  way  of 
East  Hennepin  Avenue,  drive  out  East 
Hennepin  to  Larpenteur  Avenue  and 
follow  route  indicated  in  paragraph  2. 

Hourly  bus  service  from  St.  Paul  to 
Stillwater  passes  our  nursery.  Fare 
from  St.  Paul  15c. 

From  Wisconsin  points,  cross  St. 
Croix  River  at  Hudson  or  Stillwater — 
follow  Highway  212  from  Stillwater 
to  our  nursery.
